Certitying ſuch as {hgll contraveen , that they ſhall be lyable in 
the pains: tollowing , viz, The Importer , Maker and Seller, 
ſhall be ftyned:in One thouſand pounds Scors, by and attour the 
Confiſcation ot the Goods ſo imported, made or fold : And the 
Wearer thereof in F:ve hundered merks Scots, totres quoties , by 
and attour the Confiſcation ot the Clothes, And it is hereby 
Declued , thatthe-Importer of ſuch prohibiret! Goods ſhall not 
have. Action, tor, the price thereot , againſt the: Merchant , tor 
whoſe uſe the ſame wete Imported; Nor the Seller thereot againſt 
the Buyer, albeic Bands be given tor the ſame, it it can be made 
appear that the Bands. were given tor, that cauſe: Excepting al- 
wayes from this, prefent At, Comedians, as to the Clothes 
which they make uſe of upon the Stage; Heraulds , as to their 
Coats. , and His Majeſt:es  Trimpetters, Ana alſo excepting 
Pages #nd' Lacqueys ot the priviledged Perfons atternamed , as 
to Silk+laces and :Paſments allanerly , which they are hereby al- 
loweg.-to wear. upon: their Liyery-clothes, And His Majeſty, 
with advice forelaid,, Doth Statute 4nd Ordain, that none df 
His Subjects ſhall after the fi: ſt ot 'F4ze next, wear any Clo- 
thing or Apparell of Velvet , Sattinor other Stuffs of Silk, ot 
wear any, Beaver-bats ;. under the pain of F.ve huadered merks; 
to be payed by the Contraveener,cotres quo':2s :. Except Noble- 
men, :PzeJates, His Majeſt;es Counſellors; Eords ot Seſſion, and 
ſuch Barons, Knights, ;ar Gentlemen, who bave,ot yeatly valued 
Rent Two thouſand:pounds Scots 'money; And» the Provoſts of 
the principal Burrows within this Kingdom, Or theſe that have 
been Provolts ;: and, ſuch allo as ſhill betor thertzme , or have 
been Provoſts , 'Baillies,, Deah ot Gild or Theaturer within the 
Town ot: Edjnbargh :* Excepting alſo Reftors of Univerſicies; 


and the:Wives ot the. ſards Priyiledged Perſons, theireldeſt $dng 


and eldeſt Daughters unmartied, and.all che Children of Noble: 
men, And that none wear any Ribbands or Louping made of Silk 
upon their Apparell,or any white Lace,or Po:nt made of Threed, 
under the pain of Five hundered mefks Scots ,#0t12s quotits ; Ex- 
cepting the Priviledged Perſons aforeſaid , who are hereby al- 
lowed to wear plain-Taffgry-ribhangs ypan 4heir Apparell, and to 
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wear white Lace,orÞojnt made of; Thixe.! ppag, their Linnings 
only, And all Perſons whatſoevgrare.hareby prohibired to wear 
Feathers, except Souldiers, under the pain atoreſaid : Bur pre« 
judice alwayes to all ranks ot-Perſons (except thoſe of the Yeo- 
manry)to wear plain Taffery- Ribbands upon ſuch parts 0: their 
Apparell where they may have occaſion of the ſame tor Tyes ; 
and to Women to wear Hoods and Skarts of Taffety : And bur 
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prejudice to domeſtick ſervants to wear their Maſters or Miftriſſes 
old Clothes , allowed to themby this AR, And for the better 
effeuating hereot , His Majeſty with advice foreſaid , Ordains 
all Colleors of Aſeſsment and Exciſe, and their Sub-col- 
le&tors , Farmorers and Colleors of Cuſtomes, and Waiters in 
Burgh or Land, at every Term togive up, upon Oath, to the 
Commiſſioners of Exciſe in the ſeveral Shires and Burghs, and 
to the General ColleQors of the Cuſtoms and Exciſe, Liſts of 
all thoſe whom they have (een and obſerved to rranſpreſs this As 
And it is hereby Declared, that the one half of rhe-penatcies. 
aforeſaid ſhall belong ro themſelves, and the other half ſhall be 
colle&ed by them tor His Majefties uſe z Trial being firſt raken, 
and the Perſons found guilty , by the Commiſſioners of Aﬀeſs- 
ment or Excife , Juſtices of Peace, or other ordinary Magiſtrate 
of theplace : And ſuch Contraveeners as-they ſhall not give in- 
formation of , that the one half of their Fynes ſhall belons to an 

other perſon who ſhall diſcover them,. And ia caſe the ſaid-Col- 
leors of Afﬀeſsment and Exciſe , Farmorers and ColleQors of 
Cuſtoms, or Waiters, ſhall failzte to give up the faids Liſts as 
aforeſaid, T hey ſhall thereby loſe their places, and be-ineapable 
of that Service for ever, Iris alwayes provided, that no per- 
{ons contraveening this A, ſhall be liable to the ſaids penalties, 
unleſs their names be given up within the ſpace of three months 
after their incurring thereof : 'But.prejudice alwayes toatiy other 
perſon, who ſhall diſcover the Contraveeners in manner foreſaid, 
of the one half of the penalties, whenſoever chey. ſhall diſcovet 
them, Likeas, rhe Commitſfiouers of -His "Arejsftics Juſticiary 
are hereby required to give Order, at their Circuit Courts, to 
rake up Dittays againſt the Tranſgreſſors of this At; andto 
proceed againſt them, by fyniag chem in the ſumms abovemen+ 
tioned, and to exact the ſame. Likeas, His Xajefty, with ad- _ 
vice foreſaid, Doth hereby Authorize and: Impower the Lords 

of His Privy Council, to take ſach furtlier=ourſe for making 
this Act efteRual, as They. ſhall chink fit, _- Ee” 
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
